“SYDNEY, Australia, Aug. 2 
(Tuesday) (AP) — Australian 
troops began working nine open- 
cut coal mines in New South Wales 
today to produce the first coal in 
Australia since the nation’s 24,000 
miners walked out five weeks ago. 

Officers declare the troops can 
beat regular production methods 
‘within a week. The open cuts are 
handled by strip-mining. The 
troops were not sent into the deep 
mines. 

(This operation has been tra- 
ditionally opposed by the United 
Mine Workers in the United 
States, the miners taking the 
stand that you can't mine coal 
with bayonets.“) 

Blaming Communists for the 
strike that has crippled industry, 
the Labor government has pledged 
to wipe out Communism in Aus- 
tralia.

AEC Says Nearly All Unprotected Within 
_. Half Mile of Burst Would Die of Effects 
— Four Phases Listed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (UP) — 
Persons 2% miles or farther from 
where an atomic bomb explodes 
are safe from radiation injury, the 
Atomic Energy Commission said 
today. 

In an analysis of bomb effects, 
the commission said nearly every- 
body in half a mile of an atomic 
air burst, if not protected by 
earth, steel or concrete, would die 
of radiation effects if they escaped 
death by blast, fire and falling 
buildings. 

At 1% miles from the explosion, 
the number of radiation casual- 
ties would “drop off sharply.” 

Not all persons killed by radia- 
tion would die immediately. The 
most dee, ly exposed would die in 
a few hours. Others would live 
four days to Six weeks. 

The commission said the illness 
of a typical severely injured radi- 
ation victim goes through four 
phases: 

1. Within an hour or so after 
exposure the patient becomes nau- 
seated, vomits and suffers general 
prostration and weakness. Diar- 


rhea may occur and his blood pres- 
sure may fall a Little. 

2. After the first onset ot ill- 
ness, symptoms tend to disappear. 
For a few days to several weeks 
the patient feels less ill, . 

8. If a person gets through 
phase 3 he will survive. The vic- 
tim in phase 3 become apathetic 
and develops fever and rapid 
heart action. He gets weaker and 
loses ‘weight and appetite. Other 
symptoms are nausea, severe and 
sometimes bloody diarrhea, small 
hemorrhages in the skin and 
bleeding gums. In severe cases 
ulcers may spread throughout the 
mouth. Hair may fall from head 
and body about three weeks after 
exposure. 

4. Persons who survive, conva- 
lesce in phase 4, during which 
their chief symptom is weakness 
and fatigue: It may be months 
before they recover normal 
strength and weight. Skin hemor- 
rhages disappear and lost hair 
gradually grows back. Usually the 
patient feels completely well with- 
in six months.

The Congo is reported to 
produce 60 per cent of the world’s 
uranium, 
Sources close to the powerful 
Mining Union of Upper Katanga, 
which runs the Shinkolobwe mine 
in the Congo, said uranium ship- 
ments to the United States as of 
today would be sharply curtailed 
pending a new agreement. 

The United States was reported 
to have asked two weeks ago for 
a renewal of the agreement on an 
exclusive basis even if the price is 
increased. 

The Mining Union sources said 
49 per cent of the shareholders in 
the Union are British and Britain 
“obviously has something to say 
in the matter.” Negotiations are 
continuing, they said. 

One Union informant estimated 
that since the Belgian-American 
agreement was concluded in 1944, 
nearly 60,000 tons of high-grade 
uranium ore have been shipped to 
the United States.

$3,551,265 Advanced By Foundation 
in 7 Months to Fight Polio. 

NEW _YORK, Aug. 1 (AP)—The 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis has advanced $3,551,265 
in emergency aid to its chapters 
in 40 states in the figst seven 
months of this year. 

During the first seven months of 
last year—a year when the num- 
ber of polio cases was greatest 
since the epidemic of 1916—only 
$1,723,558 was advanced to the 


state chapters in emergency aid. 

Foundation President Basil 
O’Connor, reporting the figures, 
last night, said the doubled cost of 
caring for victims was caused by 
“the rising incidence of infantile 
paralysis. for the second consecu- 
tive year.“ 

O’Connor said this year’s high 
incidence may create a financial 
emergency for the foundation. He 
added: | 

“The high early incidence of the 
disease this year, unprecedented in 
a year following record incidence, 
still may level off, according to 
health authorities. 

“But the pattern of previous ex- 
perience has revealed an almost 
invariable uptrend in cases 
through August and early Septem- 
ber ”

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ECONOMIST SAYS 
A INDUSTRY 
‘COULD BOOST PAY 


CIO Expert Tells Steel 
Fact - Finders Wage 
Rises Do Not Preclude 
Price Cuts. 


„ NEW YORK, Aug. 1 (AP)—An 
» @conomist appearing for the CIO 
United Steel Workers told the 
residential steel board today that 
industry as a whole can pay sub- 
stantial wage increases.” 
. + Robert R. Nathan, an economist 
and former Government official, 
devoted his argument to the situa- 
tion in American business as a 
whole at today’s session. 

Last Friday, Nathan discussed 
the ability of the steel industry 
in particular to pay the 30-cents- 
an-hour package increase de- 
manded by the union. 

The three-man presidential 
board was named by Truman July 
16 after he had succeeded in es- 
tablishing a 60-day truce in the 
dispute which threatened a nation- 
wide strike. 


The board’s findings of fact and 
recommendations are to go to the 
President Aug. 30. Its proposals 
will not be binding on either side, 
but the Government hopes they 
will lay the basis for a settlement. 


Economist’s Testimeny. 


“There is not any question but 
that corporations as a whole can 
afford substantial wage increases,” 
Nathan told the board. 

He added: “The data support 
the conclusion that moderate 
wage increases do not at all pre- 
elude price decreases too.” 

The package asked for by the 
union includes 12% ceats an hour 
for wages with the remainder di- 
vided between pensions and social 
insurance benefits. An increase 
of 30 cents an hour would amount 
to a boost of about 18 per cent in 
the current pay of the steel 
workers. 

Nathan said there has been a 
moderate recession in the last nine 
months with indications that un- 
employment still is on the in- 
crease. There were 3,800,000 job- 
less in June, he reported. 

But he said, this decline in busi- 
ness has not brought deep enough 
price reductions to bolster buying 
power appreciably. 

“Apparently there is less com- 
petition and more moropolistic 
and administered prices in the 
economy than is generally real- 
ized,” he said. 

“Interestingly enough many who 
urge price cuts rather than wage 
mereases do not practice what 
they preach.” 

Pay Rise Quicker Measure. 

Nathan asserted that “wage in- 
@reases can raise the buying 
power of workers more substan- 

ally and quickly than creeping 
price declines. 

“Achieving a significant rise in 
purchasing power through a de- 
clining price level would take 
years under a continuation of 
recent experience, and would be 
accompanied by serious economic 
difficulties for the country.” 

‘Nathan said that “on the basis 
of complete reappraisal of costs 
and of profit prospects at high 
levels of activity, business should 
price its goods so as to achieve 
these high levels of activity. That 
means price cuts on many fronts 
even with higher wages. 

“Higher wages and lower prices 
have been the pattern of Ameri- 
can growth and development, and 
it is still good business practice.”

SHOT TO DEATH 


CHARLOTTE, N.C., Aug. 1

Officers could not tell immedi-

In Talk He Got Word to Shut Up 


Commentator ended : Deputy of Owning 
Building Housing Night Club Which, He 
Charged, Allowed Prostitution. 


ALICE, Tex., Aug. 1 (AP)—“The 
word has been passed to me that 1 
better shut up, or else!” W. H. 
(Bill) Mason said in his last broad- 
cast. 


| The text of the final program 


was released today by the son of 
the murdered radio commentator. 
Burt Mason, 22 years old, gave the 
document to the Associated Press 
following his father’s funeral yes- 
terday. 

Bill Mason was shot to death 
here Friday and Sam Smithwick, 
60-year-old deputy sheriff, is 
charged with murdering him. 

The last broadcast, delivered 
Thursday, was a stinging broad- 
side at the sheriff's department. 

Burt Mason also revealed that 
his family received a warning Fri- 
day, two hours before his father 
was fatally shot. 


“A woman telephoned my 
mother,” Mason said, “and told 
her ‘I just overheard a conversa- 
tion—your husband is in danger.’ 
The woman didn't identify herself, 
and after giving that brief warn- 
ing she said ‘Someone is listening 
—I have to hang up.’ The family 
didn’t pay any attention to the 
warning. since Daddy was being 
threatened almost daily.” 

Hundreds attended funeral serv- 
ices yesterday at the First Presby- 
terian Church here and the over- 
flow crowd spilled out on the lawn. 
Faces peered through every open 
window of the church and 103 
| floral pieces were banked around 
the flag-draped chest. 

Delivering the funeral oration, 
the Rev. Andrew Byers begged

Three hours before services be- 
gan, Smithwick, father of seven 
grown children, was returned to 
the Alice jail from the Nueces 
county jail.

Sain 
said he returned his 260-pound 


deputy Sunday “because I thought 
it would be okay.”

The way bipartisanship has 
broken down is simple, indeed. 
The foundation stone of the whole 
system was continuous exchange 
of information, and continuous 
consultation on policy, among the 
leaders of the Administration and

worst defeat in all Europe. 
“But,” our watchdogs here ask 
themselves, “can we make this 
victory stick?” 

Unless the causes of Commu- 
nism are eliminated, difficult as 
that may be, the principal aim of 
the Marshall plan—creation of 
an economically and politically 
healthy bloc of democratic na- 
‘tions in Europe—will not be 
realized. 

- Unemployment, risen from a 
prewar 900,000 to a husky 1,500, 
000 in 1947 to its current new 
high, is Communism’s ‘most fertile 
breeder. Visits to Primavalle, Pie- 
tralta, Trastevere, or any of a 
dozen worker’s quarters which 
form Red islands in and around 
Rome, convince you of that. 
Come back for a moment to 
Primavalle. The borough’s name 
must sound as remote as Bula- 
wayo, but in this shrunken world 
the slum and its problems are as 
close to you as your corner drug 
store or super-market. 

It is almost noon, now, and the 
sun lies on Primavalle and its 
squalid three-storied tenements, 


ers were pregnant, the husbands 
unemployed. 

Those eligible for unemployment 
relief received 200 lire (about 26 
cents) a day, less Sundays and 
holidays, per family, but to get it, 
the breadwinner must have been 
employed for a full year before 
going on relief. Few in the bar- 
racks of Primavalle qualified. Ex- 
pectant mothers got free milk and 
three meals a day. Most lived on 
one meal a day—a thin soup and 
200 grams of bread. 

Sanitary Facilities. 

They showed me the sanitary 
facilities—four toilets for the 
women, five for the men.

For this problem, as for others 
related to it and at least as com- 
pelling—peasant landlessness and 
a critical shortage of low-rent 
housing—the present Government 
has been unable to find answers. 
That is the ugly and somewhat 
depressing truth after four years 
of peace, more than half a billion 
dollars worth of Marshall aid and 
reams of propaganda about how 
well postwar Italy was getting on. 

Elaborate Plans on Paper. 

There are elaborate plans, on 
paper, for amelioration of the 
peasant’s lot and to provide hous- 
ing for the masses of farmers 
and workers. These seem to be 
lost in a vast and all-devouring 
bureaucracy costing an estimated 
60 per cent of the national budget 
to maintain. 

There is, also, a “long range 
program” for increasing employ- 
ment and raising living standards, 
but this, in the words of a hard- 
boiled Economic Co-Operation Ad- 
ministration analyst, is “a very 
tentative expression of views rath- 
er than a firm program of goals 
and of the means to achieve 
them.”

The excuse given for the avoid- 
ance of the man who was formerly 
the State Department’s chief col- 
laborator is highly formal to say 
the least. Previously, it is said, 
Senator Vandenberg was chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, which provided a 
foundation for collaboration. Now, 
it is said, the committee chairman 
is Senator Tom Connally of Texas, 
who openly resented Vandenberg’s 
pre-eminence in the past, and 
would grow touchy now if Van- 
denberg and the other Republi- 
cans were still consulted. 

It is certainly true that Senator 
Connally’s sensitivity constitutes 
an obstacle to the continuation of 
bipartisanship... But what is now 
necessary .is not at all the sort of 
system that prevailed when the 
Republicans had control of the 
Senate. In those days, Under Sec- 
retary of State Robert A. Lovett 
worked for an hour or so with 
Senator Vandenberg almost every 
afternoon. And to this remarkable 
and productive partnership, we

Today’s Need Pictured. 

The need ‘today, however, is 
only for a resumption, on a reason- 
able, modified plan, of the normal 
exchange of information and prior 
consultation on policy- without 
which any bipartisanship is wholly 
impossible. And if Senator Con- 
nally objects to this much, his ob- 
jection ought to be overruled. 

The Connally objections could 
have been overruled long before 
this, of course, if the Administra- 
tion had had the faintest desire to 
solve this problem, which is now 
gradually bringing American pol- 
icy to a standstill. Secretary of 
State Acheson, one of the ablest 
men in Washington, is certainly 
quite clever enough to have found 
a solution. The question thus 
arises whether something deeper 
and more fundamental than Sen- 
ator Connally’s touchiness is not 
the cause of the present dangerous 
situation. 


Once this question is asked, it is 
only natural to look to the White 
House for an answer. In the time 
before the last election, President 
Truman gave an almost completely 
free hand to the heads of his 
State and Defense Departments.

While displaced persons in Europe by the 
thousands look to the United States for sanctu- 
ary, this country’s response is being held up 
largely by one man. 

That man is Senator McCarran of Nevada. 

McCarran is chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. Sixteen DP bills introduced in the 
Senate have been referred to his committee and 
there they have been bottled up for months. 
The chairman won't even say whether he means 
to report them out in time for the Senate to act 
on them at the present session. 

Senator Ives of New York heads a group 
which plans to take the bills away from McCar- 
ran’s committee by discharge petition if one has 
not been reported out by the middle of next 
month, but that may be too late for action be- 
fore Congress recesses. The House passed a 
DP bill nearly two months ago. 

The McCarran impasse comes, about because 
of one of the worst weaknesses of the committee 
system of Congress—reference of important 
legislation to one of its enemies. Senator Mc- 
Carran takes so unsympathetic a view of the 
DP problem that he voted to make the present 
bill even feebler than it is—and as it is, it is 
termed “all but unworkable” by the commission 
that attempts to administer it, 

So Pat McCarran, a Democrat, whose party 
is pledged to improve the DP act, is doing 
everything he can to see that the promise is not 
kept and requires prodding in the direction of 
his duty by Irving Ives, a Republican. 

Meanwhile the Displaced Persons Commission 
is hobbled by the 1948 act, whose arbitrary 
terms exclude many Catholic and Jewish refu- 
gees from Poland and virtually limit eligibility 
to farmers and persons from the Baltic countries 
and eastern Poland. The DP Commission has 
not been able to bring in even the 50,000 a year 
permitted by the bill, a number it would like to 
double. The reason is that the artificial bar- 
riers set up in the present bill bar too many DPs. 

The plight of the DPs is urgent. It is not 
enough for the United States to do something 
about them—it is our duty to do enough and in 
time. There is little cause for national pride in 
the fact that parts of the world which are much 
less able than the United States to succor DPs 
have done much more. Nor does it present a 
favorable picture of this country to the rest of 
the world that our compassion is so niggardly 
and so belated. } 

To the other nations it must appear to be a 
case of a country that talks mercy and acts in- 
difference. Not even the chairman of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee should be permitted to 
put the country in that light. 
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Criminal Carelessness in the Air? 

Sixteen persons died when a Navy fighter 
plane and a commercial airliner collided in the 
air over New Jersey, apparently as the result 
of almost criminal recklessness on the part of 
the Navy pilot. 

The evidence seems clear that the Navy flyer 
was 100 per cent to blame, according to the 
story told by a Piper Cub pilot who was flying 
nearby. He said the Navy plane had buzzed him 
twice and “stood me on my right wing” be- 
fore swerving away to crash into the Eastern 
Air Lines DC-3. The sky was cloudless. 

The Piper Cub pilot, operator of a small pri- 
vate airport, should be a most competent wit- 
ness. Had he not been present, it is possible 
that the crash might have gone down in the 
records as a mystery with the DC-3 pilot unfair- 
ly sharing culpability. 

Reports filed by two commercial airline pi- 
lots, flying earlier in the day in the same gen- 
eral area, are bad for the Navy. They say they 
were buzzed-by Navy planes, one pilot asserting 
three Navy planes swarmed about his transport. 

Whatever the investigation of the crash may 
show, the Civil ‘Aeronautics Board and Navy in- 
spectors can accomplish something if they run: 
down and punish the Navy flyers who buzzed 
the other two airliners. 
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Bradley, Johnson and Brass Tacks 


Secretary of Defense Johnson and Gen. Omar 
Bradley, key men in our national defense setup, 
have told Congress why a $1,450,000,000 pro- 
gram for rearming Western Europe is necessary. 
In presenting the military viewpoint, they 
strongly corroborated Secretary of State Ache- 
son’s presentation of the European picture. 
They lent additional strong support to President 
Truman’s proposal. 

Like Acheson, they did not gloss over or hide 
unpleasant facts nor did they claim that the 
$1,450,000,000 program was a cure-all. Secretary 
Johnson warned that the program might have to 
go on for several years. Gen. Bradley, who saw 
so much bloodshed in World War II, was con- 
strained to warn of “a new aggressor” who has 
“given a sense of urgency to our plans.” 


— 
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So now four great leaders in this democracy 


have soundly emphasized the urgency in the 


situation that binds the arms program to the 


Atlantic Pact. The urgency is further stressed 
by the unprecedented military inspection trip 
that Gen. Bradley, Gen. Vandenberg and Ad- 
miral Denfeld have just started on in Europe. 

Nevertheless, in the House and the Senate 
there is determined opposition to paying the 
proper price for security. It includes arch foes 
of the Atlantic Pact, enemies of bipartisan co- 
optration, well-intentioned but misinformed 
idealists, and those who believe economy is more 
important right now than a eonvincing outlay 
for teeth in the pact. 

The free democracies of the world are waiting 
to see whether the Atlantic Pact is to bring new 
hope or dark despair into the world. Backed by 
an arms program, the pact can create a new 


hope; and in time it can make an act of aggres- 


sion too big a gamble to be undertaken. Unsup- 
ported, the pact can be but a hollow reed: It is 
up to the Congress.

A state to watch this week is Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s Virginia. It is choosing nominees for Gov- 
ernor which means that it is in effect electing 
its Governor. For the first time in years there 
is a fair chance that the Byrd machine may take 
it on the chin. That is what thousands of Vir- 
ginians are hoping as they speed up their fight 
to earry Col. Franeis P. Miller to victory over 
the Byrd machine’s instrument, John S. Battle. 
The political organization headed by Senator 
Byrd is one of the tightest anywhere. As Ray- 
mond P. Brandt wrote from our Washington bu- 
reau a month ago, the Virginia machine “is run 
by and for the ‘best’ people; it has been called 
a ‘benevolent despotism’ for the upper class of 
business men, farmers and professional people.” 

Reverencing the past with what historian 
Douglas S. Freeman calls a “touch of Shintoism,” 
these “best” Virginians shut others out of poli- 
tics—out of virtually all civic life. The poll tax 
which disfranchises many whites as well as 
Negroes is one means. There are others. The re- 
sult has been widespread inertia. and defeatism. 

Col. Miller, who served with distinction on 
Gen. Eisenhower's staff, has provided a rallying 
point for progressive forces. He has made a 
fighting campaign. He has hit the Byrd guard 
many a hard blow on electoral, school and other 
reforms. He has exposed its subservience to self- 
ish interests, Labor, the weekly of the 15 rail- 
road organizations, points out, for example, that 
under the Byrd machine Virginia is the only state 
in the union which forbids co-operative tele- 
phone companies.

It is a good rule that forbids the appropria- 
tions committees of Congress to write new legis- 
lation into bills that come before them.

Both these matters are 
issues which should have the best thought of 
the entire Congress. 

This is only the most recent example of the 
fact that legislation by appropriations commit- 
tee is bad business, The “bill of attainder” six 
years ago, which attempted to withhold salaries 
from three members of the FCC, Goodwin B. 
Watson, William E. Dodd Jr. and Robert Morss 
Lovett, was a similar piece of work. So was the 
more recent attempt to discharge the Commis- 
sioner of Reclamation by means of terms writ- 
ten in by the appropriators. :

Los ANGELES, Calif., Aug 1 
(UP) — Research scientists are 
taking a “short-cut” on the road 
to conquer polio, a step that may 
bring victory over the disease 
years ahead of schedule. 

By this corner-cutting, the sci- 
entists hope to produce the keys 

that will unlock the door to safe 

vaccine—an accomplishment that 
would put to an end the dreaded 
epidemics that each year leave 
their crippled victims of infantile 
paralysis. 

The “short-cut” route has been 
made possible through a $1,370,- 
000 research grant of “March of 
Dimes” funds from the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis. Those funds have been allo- 
cated tb investigators at four of 
the nation’s top universities where 
scientists—in one of those too rare 
instances—are working in a co- 
ordinated project for a common 
goal. 

The universities participating are 

Southern California, Utah, Kansas 
and Pittsburgh. 
No Jealousy. 

In this four-way attack, there 
are no petty jealousies. The schools 
have adopted standard techniques 
and ‘exchange their information 
freely. 

The goal is to determine how 
many groups, types or varieties of 
viruses cause polio. 

Such identification of the differ- 
ent groups is necessary if early 

Aiagnosis and any effective, safe 
vaccine are to be obtained. Scien- 
tists agree that better diagnosis 
and prevention techniques must be 
developed. 

Already the scientists on this 
short-cut have definitely deter- 
mined that there are three groups 


One kind of polio has been ten- 
tatively designated as Group 1 by 
investigators at the University of 
Southern California, whose labor- 
atory has been set up in Los An- 
geles County Hospital. In this 
group the U.S.C. scientists have 
placed 20 different strains found 
in human patients in virtually ev- 
ery part of the country. The 
strains for practical purposes are 
identical in that they react the 
same in animal vaccine experi- 
ments. 

The scientists have found four 
polio strains that they have placed 
in Group 2, The four strains dif- 
fer entirely from those in Group 
1, and a vaccine against them will 
not work against those in Group 
1, or vice versa. 

A third variety has been iso- 
lated here in Los Angeles, and be- 
cause it is different either from 
those in Group 1 or 2, it is being 
classified as Group 3. 

The findings are significant be- 
cause in the past scientists feared 
that there might be many, Many 
groups. If true that would have 
made a vaccine virtually impos- 
sible. Today, however, the belief 
is growing that there only is a 
relatively few groups. 

Work Speeded Up. 

The new work at U.S.C. and at 
three other universities in the 
project is being speeded up be- 


cause of their co-ordinated efforts 
and because for the first time 
there is an ample supply of a 
small-type monkey imported from 
the Orient for the laboratory 
tests. For example, the investiga- 
tors here use about 125 monkeys 
each month. * 
Once the different groups of 
viruses—and perhaps classifica- 
tion of the sub-grdups—have been 
identifiéd, successful monkey vac- 
cination against polio should be 
accomplished. Even then, the road 
to a human vaccine will still be 
long.

United States is going to pursue 
the original aim of the Marshall 
Plan or is going off on a tangent 
which, in their opinion, is bound 
to defeat its most basic inten- 
tions. 

The original purpose of the Har- 
shall Plan was to combat Com- 
munism in western Europe in two 
ways—by applying first aid and by 
administering basic treatment to 
its economic ills. 

First and foremost it dealt with 
the immediate political crisis of 
1948 by dealing with the economic 
crises in all countries of western 
Europe. 

It held forth the promise that 
every country in the Marshall 
Plan would have all the goods it 
absolutely needed from the dollar 
area and from its western Euro- 
pean neighbors as well, during a 
four-year period, even though it 
did not have the dollars or other 
currencies necessary to pay for 
them. 

In 1948-49 western Europeans 
got roughly five billion dollars 
worth of goods from the dollar 
belt and $800,000.00 worth, from 
one another under this scheme.

OWTOW. Webster's New In- 
ternational shows ko-TOW to 
rhyme with go NOW. But it is 
seldom if ever heard in American 
speech. Webster’s ko-TOW (the 
phonetic spelling is mine, not 
Webster’s) is an attempt to repro- 
duce the sound of the Chinese 
k’o-t’ou, which means “knock 
head.” Kow-tow is English in both 
spelling and meaning. Why not let 
it go at that? A stack of diction- 
aries would not convince the 
American people that “kow-” must 
rhyme with go, if “-tow”’ rhymes 
with now. 
The newer and more realistic 
dictionaries ‘rhyme both syllables 
with .now; and that’s the 


-kowtow is pronounced in Stand- 


ard American speech: kow-tow, to 
rhyme with how now.

Leopold il Football of Belgian Politics 


His Subjects Are Sharply Divided 
Over Proposed Recall to Throne— 
Two Women Stand in Background 
of the Current Royalist Struggle

BASTOGNE, Belgium. 
HEN is a King not a King? 
W In the light of -recent 
events, the answer to this 
royal riddie would appear to be: 

When he ig Leopold Philippe 
Charles Albert Meinrad Hubertus 
Marie Miguel, otherwise Leopold 
III, King of the helgians. 

Leopold—a prisoner of the in- 
vading Germans for four years, a 
monarch-in-exile for another four 
years—refuses to abdicate. Under 
the Belgian law, he cannot resign, 
according to some authorities; he 
must solve the dilemma either by 
dying or by returning actively; to 
the throne. 

Fun-loving Leopold refuses to 
die yet—he is only 47. His second 
wife, a commoner, is beautiful. 
And he has four children; one by 
his second wife, three by his first, 
the Pate Queen Astrid. 

Leopold is willing to return to 
the throne and rule as he did be- 
fore the German invasion of 1940, 
but his subjects are sharply di- 
vided over his proposed recall. 
The dissidents even threaten civil 
War. 

And Leopold, who surrendered 
Belgium to the German horde, to 
prevent Teutonic annihilation of 
his people, as he explained it, has 
shown no inclination to force his 
presence upon the people, if it 
Means they will set out to an- 
nihilate each other. 

Meanwhile, the royal person of 
Leopold III has become the foot- 
ball of Belgian politics. His Ma- 
jesty wants vindication. His 
critics want no part of him. 

Two old women stand in the 
background of the current royalist 
struggle. 


One is Leopold’s mother, the 
septuagenarian dowager Queen 
Elisabeth, who naturally wants to 
see her eldest boy back on the 
throne Which his father, the late 
King Albert, occupied with dis- 
tinction. 

Anti-royalist is the 76-year-old 
— Marie Spaak, mother of 
ocialist Premier Paul-Henri 
Spaak, who resigned his premier- 
ship after the recent election, 

Premier Spaak had warned that 
continued campaigning on the 
royalist issue would lead to blood- 
shed. 

His. mother, the fiery Senator 
Spaak, went further: 

“Return of the King,” she said, 
“would provoke civil war.” 

Touring through Belgium, this 
writer saw no signs of civil war. 
The Belgians were busy plowing 
their fields and rebuilding their 
war-torn towns.

Supporting Leopold was 
the Social Christian party which 
barely failed to get the absolute 
majority it needed to force a ref- 
erendum to bring back the King. 
But the Social Christians did win 
104 of the 212 seats in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, a gain of 12 over 
the 1946 elections, 

It is not likely the pro-Leopold 


voters, having gained this year, 
will now abandon the effort. 
Rather, it is to be expected, that 
Leopold in absentia continues a 
live issue and will be projected 
whenever another Cabinet crisis 
brings on a general election, 
* * 
HAT is the truth about Leo- 
W pold III? Was he a traitor 
or a savior to the Belgian 
people? 
The archives of the White House 
may reveal the truth, eventually. 
Leopold’s lips were sealed while 
the German invaders held him a 
prisoner in his own castle, Laeken, 
Leopold did write 
a personal letter to President 
Roosevelt explaining his surrender, 
but it was not made public. After 
the war, so Leopold partisans said, 
his position would be made clear. 


But to this day the case of. 


Leopold -vs. Leopold remains a 
mystery, with prominent witnesses 
testifying on both sides. Britain’s 
wartime Prime Minister, Winston 
Churchill, may have something de-

Under the Belgian constitution, 
the King is the supreme chief of 
the army.

He is, when the occasion 
arises, the generalissimo in the 
field, who decides when to do or 
die—or desist, 


Without warning, on May 10, 
1940, Hitler’s armies attacked Bel- 
gium, Luxembourg and The Neth- 
erlands. Leopold took command 
of his army of 500,000 along the 
frontier, as his father, King Albert, 
had done before him, a quarter 
century earlier. But this was a 


swifter, tougher war than his fa-. 


ther had experienced. The Hitler 
forces bombed Belgian cities, 
swarmed through the land and 
occupied Brussels, Louvain, Ma- 
lines and Antwerp. The great forts 
of Liege and Namur resisted stub- 
‘bornly. Civilian refugees by the 
thousands poured out of the coun- 
try into France. Superior German 
airpower and mechanized equip/ 
ment were irresistible. Frantic 
calls to Britain and France for 
assistance were too late. On May 
28, Leopold surrendered uncondi- 
tionally. 


With the King a prisoner of 
the Germans, the Belgian cabinet 
fled to London and decided to

in the monarch since it was held 
he could not resign. 

When Churchill announced Leo- 
pold’s capitulation to the House 
of Commons, cries of “Shame!” 
rose from that august body. 

The French Government of that 
time was even more vehement. 
The French leader, Paul Reynaud, 
even as he prepared to flee to the 
Spanish border, denounced Leo- 
pold as a traitor. Members of the 
Belgian Cabinet, on reaching the 
shores of Dover, joined in the cry 
of traitor.

XCEPT for the unpublished let- 

ter to President Roosevelt, there 

was little response from the 
prisoner in his castle at Laeken. In 
December, 1940, he went to Berch- 
tesgaden to negotiate for the lib- 
eration of Belgian prisoners and 
to ameliorate the food situation 
in Belgium. His enemies said he 
went to compromise with Hitler 
and endeavor to save his throne. 

The D-Day invasions of Nor- 
mandy in June 1944, changed the 
picture. The Germans seemed 
afraid of the King’s presence in 
Belgium. They carried him off to 
Germany. 

With the liberation of Belgium 
the Belgian government-in-exile 
returned home and the liament 
named a regent, Prince Charles, 
the King’s younger brother. In the

Ameri- 
can troops liberated Leopold, but 
the liberated king did not return 
to his liberated country. 

The reason: 

The reassembled Parliament 
could not agree whether Leopold 
was a good monarch or a bad one, 
a hero or a coward, 

It still can’t agree. 

Herbert Hoover, former Presi- 
dent of the United States, and a 
friend of Belgium since the fam- 
ine relief days of the first World 
War, has enlisted in the contro- 
versy. The Belgian-American Ed- 
ucational Alliance, which Hoover 
heads, published a booklet brand- 
ing as false the charge that King 
Leopold had not notified Britain 
and France of his intention to 
surrender after his army had been 
badly beaten in the field. 

And Anthony Eden, who served 
as Foreign Minister under Church- 
ill, commended Leopold for his 
“dignified attitude“ in refusing to 
collaborate with the Germans as 
the war progressed. 

During his captivity, the widow- 
er monarch was permitted to mar- 
ry à commoner, Mary Lilian Baels, 
daughter of a former cabinet 
member. She renounced the rank 
of Queen and bore the title of 
Princess deRethy. They have a 
son, Philip, Prince deRethy. 

By his first marriage, to Prin- 
cess Astrid of Sweden (killed in 
an automobile accident in Switzer- 
land), there were three children: 
Prince Baudouin, heir to the 
throne, Prince Albert and Princess 
Josephine Charlotte.

East collected three heart 
tricks, and on the third round 
West singled with the nine of 
spades. East, however, apparently 
could see no great hurry about 
leading spades; he reasoned that 
declarer could not get rid of his 
spades on anything in dummy, 
and so, East blithely returned his 
top club. 

It was an opportunity that the 
expert declarer did not waste! 
Ruffing East’s club return, he 
went to dummy with a trump and 
ruffed still another club, leaving 
the lone club seven in dummy. 
He then cashed every trump. 
When the last one was laid down, 
South’s hand was reduced to the 
queen-ten of spades. West, who 
still had to discard, held the king- 
jack of spades and the club ace, 
while dummy had the ace-three 
of spades and the seven of clubs, 

Obviously, West was fixed! If 
he gave up his last club, dummy’s 
seven would become good, so West 
naturally chose to blank his spade 
king. That, however, did not dis- 
turb South! He discarded dum- 
my’s club, then led the spade ten. 
Dummy’s ace neatly decapitated 
West's king, and the spade queen 
was perfectly fod.
